Petersbourg, June 6. N.S. M. Botta, the Queen of 
Hungary's Plenipotentiary here, has declard to her 
Imperial Highnefs, That the King of Pruffia will not 
hearken to any Accommodation which requires the De- 
parture of his Troops from Silefia as a Preliminary, 
The Difficulties that retarded the French Ambaff d's 
Puolick Audience of the Emperor are now remov'd, and 
we hear that when his Excellency comes into his Apart- 
ment, the Great Duchefs his Mosher is to hold him ia 
her Lap; that the Duke of Brunfwick his Father, and 
all the Miniflers of the Court, are to be prefent at the 
Audience ; that the Ambaflador is to make a fuitable 
Diicourfe upon the Occafion, and that then he is to de- 
liver his Credentials to her Imperial Highnefs. Mean 
time the young Monarch who has cut but one Tooth

tend him. 

Petersbourgh, Fune 2. Our Miniflers are not a little 
pleafed with the Difpatches they have receiv'd from M. 
de Rumanzow, the Ruffian Ambaflador at Contlanti- 
nople, which, among other Particulars, bring repeated 
Affurances of the Grand Signior’s fincere Intention to 
obferve the Treaty of Belgrade ; and that what fell 
remain’d to be adjulted between the Two Courts, was 
not of fuch a Nature as that it could prejudice the Good 
Underitanding between the Two Empires, founded on 
that Treaty. We have heard upon the fame Occafion, 
but whether it comes from General Rumanzow or one 
of his People we know not, that the Divan have lately 
begun to take into Confideration the Balance of Power 
in Europe, a Topick which of all Foreign Subjeéts the 
Turks never yet thought in the leaft worthy of their 
Regard. It feems that feveral of the Members of the 
Dwan exclaim’d at firit againft the Novelty of the Sab- 
jet ; but that thofe who brought it upon the Carpet, 
gave fo good an Account of what they had learnt from 
the Ambaffador of England upon this important Affair, 
that by degrees the whole Divan came into their Opi- 
nion, and acknowledg'd that it was for the Intereit of 
the Ottoman Empire that the Forces of Chriitendom 
fhould remain fhar’d, as they are, between the Families 
that are in prefent Pcfi:flion of them. 

Vienna, une 14. N.S. The Gold Statue, being 
the Weight of the Young Arch-duke when he was frit 
born, is now fhew'd at Court, and will be fent to In- 
fpruck, to be offer’d at the Alsar of the Mir.culous 
Image of the Blefled Virgin Mary, to which her Ma- 
jefty hasa particular Devotion. As fome of the Cere- 
monies attending the Coronation of a King of Hungary 
are to be perform'd on Horfeback, her Majefly has rid 
feveral times lately, that fhe may do it then with the 
better Grace. Her Coronation will certainly be on 
Sunday the zgth Initant, as is expre(s'd onthe Medals, 
which are, by Order of the Court, to be diftsibuted 
on that Occafion. Her Majetty has receiv’d the De- 
puties from the Hungarian Proteftants very gracioufly, 
and promifed them that fhe will take care that all their 
Grievances, which are well founded, thal! be redref,’d, 
and confirm thofe who profefs the Proteftant Reliyion 
in the Enjoyment of the Privileges to which they have 
a Title. Te Deum has been fung, and there has been 
a moft and folemn Proceflion here, by way of 
Thankfgiving to God, for the Deliverance from the 
Plague, which has reign’d for three or four Yeurs paft, 
but is now quite ceas’d, in Hungary and the neighbove- 
ing Provin-es, 

Vienna, Junet7. N.S. This Morning the Cou €¢,e- 
ceiv’d an Exprefs from the Count de Neuperg in Silefia, 
with Advice that the King of Pruffia’s Army return’d on 
the 13th to Grottkau from the Camp at Freywalde near 
Neifs; that the Huffars took feveral Wagyons a d Pri- 
foners in their Rear, and that about 370 Defert ¢ f om 
their Army came to Neifs and Qgcmachau in thiee Days 
time.

The Pruffian Haflars fupported | 
by four Batallions of Grenadiers forc’d the Enemy’s Hul- 
fars tothe Nember of 4000 from the Pott of Frywalde, 
after which the Army encamp’d there. On the 12th 
the Prufliags alfo drove the Enemy's Huflars from Mog- 
witz, and burnt their Huts, whereupon they retir’d un- 
Ger the Cannon of Neife. The King’s Aim in advan 
Cing that Way was to draw the Aaftrian Army to an En- 
gagement, but not fucceeding, he has caus’d a Forage 
to be made in all the neighbouring Villages, to deprive 
the Enemy of all manner of Subfifiance. On the 13th 
the Army decamp’d from Frywalde, during which the 
Encmy’s Hoffars fell upon the Baggage and carry'd off 
four Forrage Waggons, a Cargo of Beer, &c. but they 
lot 40 or 56 Men on the Spot, befides 38 Men and a 
Lieutenant that were taken Prifoners. ‘The King has 
been incamip’d fince the 1 5th near the Village of Hermf- 
dorff, fo that the Arnty is again dsawn near this City. 
Twenty Squadrons of Dragoons are expected every day 
from Prufha. 

Hanover, June 23. N §. The Baron d’Uterodt the 
King of Poland’s Envoy Extraordinary, who arriv’d the 
zoth from London, waited on the King next day at 
Werrenhaufen, where he had the Honour to dine with 
his Majefly, and is treated by this Court with great Di- 
ftin@ion. His Majeity had a long Conference Yefterday 
with his Minifiers on the Receipt of an Expre(s from 
the Lord Hyndford in Siiefia the Day before with an 
Account of the Reprefenta:ions thas have been made to 
the King of Pruffia, and this Day the Exprefs was fent 
back. ‘Ihe Baron de jaxheim has receiv’d one from 
Vienna, upon which Occafion he has renew’d his In- 
Rances for the March of the Danifh and Heffian Troops. 
The Pruffian Miniiler the Count de Trufches Walbourg 
had a long Conference Jately with the King’s Miniilers 
at Herrenhaufen, wherein we hear he expre(s'’d himfelf 
in very flrong Terms againft the inflexible Adherence 
of the Court of Vienna to their former Refolutions. "Tis 
faid the King has fent new Inflructions to all his Mini- 
fiers at the feveral Courts of the Empire, relating in 

to the Declarations that have been made there by 
the Marfhal de Belle Ifle, whofe Arrival here is ftill un- 
certain. Prince William (and not Prince Frederick) of 
Heffe Caffcl who has been here fome time has frequent 
Conferences with the King in private, and having in- 
form’d his Majefty that the 6000 Heffians in his Pay 
were ready to march, he made him Anfwer, That he 
had all the Dependance that could be upon thofe Troops, 
but that he hop’d Matters would be accommodated with 
regard to Silefia.
